emperor at Peterhof, returned last even- 
ing to St. Petersburg and drove directly 
to the foreign office, where he was clos- 
eted for three hours with Foreign Min- 
ister Lamsdorff. A_ sensational report ; 
Was current early this morning that M. 
Witte might not go to Washington after 
all. According to the story, his audi- 
ence with the emperor was anything but 
smooth, his majesty rather resenting M. 
Witte’s plain spoken ideas and indicat- 
ing that under the circumstance that he 
would prefer Baron Rosen should act as 
ge" plenipotentiary. 
| Witte in Ugly Temper. 

The emperor is Said to have even intl- 
mated that Count Lamsdorff exceeded 
his authority in officially announcing to 
the Washington government that M. 
Witte would occupy the first position. 
M. Witte is said to have left the em- 
peror in an ugly frame of mind, and to 
have frankly informed Count Lamsdorff 
that it would be impossible for him to 
undertake the mission. It was only by 
the greatest effort, the story says, that 
the foreign minister succeeded in per- 
not to -flatly refuse, and 
the guestion as to whether he would go 
to Washington is said to be still open.

Why Riot Occurred.

ment been permitted to carry arms. They 
appeared to have a regular arsenal of 
weapons, as the police found when they 
searched the prisoners. 

In all, seven whites and two negroes 
had their injuries actended to by tne 
ambulance surgeons, but of others less 
seriously hurt were taken to their nomes 
by friends.

“Just at present, the wages paid for 
labor are so high and so far beyond 
what they have been that a negro can 
work three or four days and get enough 
money to remain idle for a long time and 
until driven back by hunger or some 
other necessity, you may be sure he will 
not return to the efilds. Anybody can 
See that this kind of labor is lMttle better 
than none at all. The farmer or con- 
tractor, or any other individual, cannot 
count on any regular amount of labor 
and for the same reason he cannot un- 
dertake any big proposition or enlarge 
his business while he has to rely on the 
uncertainty of negro labor. Now that 
the blacks have absolutely proved their 
inefficiency, why the employers of the 
south are being compelled to look to 
some kind of people who will work and 
develop the wonderful resources of the 
south. . Regarding this there seems to 
be no very great difference of opinion but 
it is the matter of getting the right kind 
of people who are willing to work that 
is furnishing plenty of food for reflec- 
tion on the part of the employers of 
the south.

No action was taken on the child la- 
bor bill, which was up before the com- 
mittee and labor statistics yesteruay af-

After a discussion lasting three hours, 


during which time only those opposing 
the bill were heard, the committee ad- 
journed till 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 

Colonel Jack J. Spalding, of Atlanta; 
Fuller Callaway, of LaGrange; W. J. 
Kincaid, of Griffin, and F. Y. Austin, 
of Chattahoochee, were the gentlemen 
heard in oppos:tion to the measure. 

The committee was called to order at 
3 o’clock by Chairman Bell. 

A discussion was immediately precipi- 
tated by a motion of .Mr. Stovall, of 
Chatham ,in favor of limiting the dis- 
cussion to three hours, allowing an hour 
and a half to each side of the question. 

A compromise was finally effected by 
a motion of Mr. Butts to limit the dis- 
cussion to four hours, giving two hours 
to each sfde, it being agreed that if 
necessary the time would be extended 
even more.
